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I. — DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

1. The President shall preside over the deliberations of the Conference 
bring forward for its action the business assigned to it in the Discipline, 
and such other as may be suggested by the members thereof; provided 
it does not, in his judgment, conflict with the institutions or interests 
of the Church. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum, and speak to, and determine 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Conference, when desired 
bv any two members ; which appeal shall be decided without debate. 

3. He shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise directed by the 
Conference; in which case the appointment shall be made by ballot, or 
nomination, at the discretion of the Conference ; no member thereof 
being permitted to nominate more than one person for the same com- 
mittee. 

4. He shall take the question on any motion pending before the Con- 
ference. 

5. When two or more members rise and address the President at the 
same time, he shall decide which of them is entitled to the floor. 

II. — DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY. 

1. The Secretary shall keep a fair and correct record of the proceedings 
of the Conference, to be read at the commencement of each session there- 
of — subject to correction by the Conference. 

2. He shall carefully preserve the Journal and papers of the Confer- 
ence placed in his custody, and shall not permit any person but a mem- 
ber to examine the same ; nor shall he allow a member to make a manu- 
script from either, without the permission of the Conference. 

III.— DUTIES AND PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERS. 

1. It shall be the duty of the members to have the business of their re- 
spective Stations properly arranged and brought forward for the action 
of the Conference, when called for by the President. 

2. Any member may deliver his opinion, or speak to the question be- 
fore the Conference; provided he rise in his place and respectfully ad- 
dress the President, refraining from all personalities or indecorous lan- 
guage : and provided furthermore, that no member shall speak more tnan 
once upon the same question, (except to explain,) until every member 
choosing shall have spoken : no longer than fifteen minutes, without per- 
mission of the Conference. 
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3. When a member shall be called to order by the President or another 
member, he shall take his seat ; nevertheless, he shall be allowed an ap- 
peal to the Conference, who shall be allowed to decide without debate. 

4. Any member may bring forward motions for the action of the Con- 
ference, within the limits prescribed in the Discipline, which, when sec- 
onded, and not objected to by the President, shall be entertained. 

5. Any member may call for the division of a question, when the sense 
will admit of it; and every member present shall vote on all questions, 
unless excused by Conference. 




IV.— PROMISCUOUS RULES. 

1. When a question is before the Conference, no other motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to take the question without 
further debate, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a certain day, to 
commit or amend, which several motions shall have precedence in the 
order they are here arranged. 

2. A motion to adjourn shall be always in order — that, and the motion 
to lay on the table, shall be decided without debate. When a question is 
postponed indefinitely, it shall not be acted upon again during the Con- 
ference, except upon a motion to reconsider, hereinafter specified. 

3. When a question has been decided, it shall be in order for any mem- 
ber, in the majority, to move for the reconsideration thereof, and such 
motion shall take precedence of all others, except a motion to adjourn. 

4. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is objected 
to by a member, it shall be determined by a vote of the Conference. 

5. When a motion is made and seconded, and admitted by the Presi- 
dent, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Conference, but may 
be withdrawn at any time before a decision or amendment. 

6. It shall be in order at any time, during the discussion of a proposi- 
tion before the Conference, to move that the question thereon be taken 
without further debate, except during the examination of Character ; 
and, if seconded by a majority of two-thirds of the members present, it 
shall be immediately put and decided. 

7. No motion shall be entertained unless seconded; and all motions 
and resolutions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by the President 
or any member of the Conference.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MEMOIRS. 



MEMOIR OF REV. JOHN L. GIBBONS, M. D. 

Dr. Gibbons was a native of Shepherdstown, Jefferson County, Vir- 
ginia (now West Virginia). 

He was admitted on trial into the Baltimore Conference in 1820, and 
served the Church as an effective minister for twenty years. 

He then took a Supernumerary relation, and engaged in the practice 
of medicine, in which profession he was distinguished for his ability and 
success. He continued in this vocation for a number of years. 
j In 1866, at the session of Conference held in Alexandria, he ratified 

his adherence to and his fellowship with the Baltimore Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South ; at which time he was placed upon 
the Superannuated list. He continued in that relation until the close of 
his life. 

During this period he still pursued the practice of medicine until 
stricken down by paralysis, which incapacitated him for the service of 
his calling both as a physician and a minister. 

For several years he w T as a subject of severe affliction and suffering, 
which he bore with patience and resignation to the Divine will, always 
expressing „an unshaken confidence in God’s paternal love and a bright 
hope of a glorious immortality. 

He was a man of high character, whether we consider him as to the 
\ qualities of his mind and heart or the virtues and Christian graces of his 

exterior life. 

In the mouth of July, 1871, at the house of Brother Lester Turner, 
Baltimore County, Maryland, calmly and peacefully he passed from the 
Church militant to the Church triumphant.

MEMOIR OF REV. DAVID SHOAFF. 

Brother Shoaff was born in Juniata County, Pennsylvania, July 17th, 
1823, and was converted to God, August 23d, 1844. 

Within two years after his conversion he was licensed to preach, and 
appointed to Cassville Circuit by Rev. John Miller, Presiding Elder of 
Huntingdon District. 

As the door of admission into the Conference at the ensuing session 
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was closed against all the applicants, he took work again under the Presid- 
ing Elder, and served the people of Frostburg Circuit with great success. 

March, 1848, he was admitted on trial into the Baltimore Conference, 
and up to the year 1857 he was appointed successively to Alleghany, Shir- 
leysburg, Concord, Covington, Blue Sulphur, Bedford, Emory Station in 
Baltimore, Huntingdon, Hancock, and Frostburg. 

At the division of the Baltimore Conference in 1857 he became con- 
nected with the East Baltimore Conference, and from 1857 to 1866 York 
Station, in Pennsylvania, and East Harford, Great Falls, and Hereford 
Circuits, in Maryland, were favored with his zealous and fruitful minis- 
trations. 

At the session of the Baltimore Conference, held in Alexandria, Feb- 
ruary, 1866, Brother SlioafT was present, and true to the declared prin- 
ciples and pledges of the past, severed his connection with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and in a most solemn and effective mauner declared 
publicly bis union with the Baltimore Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South. His subsequent fields of labor, in all of which (es- 
pecially the first) he discharged the duties of his ministerial office with 
great fidelity and success, were Berkeley Circuit, Leesburg Station, 
Loudon and Woodstock Circuits. 

At the last mentioned charge, on the 26th of May, 1871, after a short 
but brilliant and promising entrance upon his duties, he “ ceased at once 
to work and live.” 

Brother Shoaff was an effective preacher and an excellent pastor. He 
was distinguished for his good practical sense, the promptness and energy 
with which he performed the duties of his high vocation, his affable and 
affectionate intercourse with his people, and his genuine piety, devotional 
spirit, and blameless Christian life. Hence, wherever he went he met 
with friends, warm friends, and encouraging success. 

His death was peaceful and triumphant. “All is well,” “ I will soon 
be in heaven,” “ All right,” were his last whispers in the ears of anxious 
friends and a heart-stricken wife ere his feet touched the cold waters of the 
Jordan of Death, and his freed spirit fled joyfully to its home in heaven. 

A wife and two children remain to mourn their seemingly untimely 
and irreparable loss ; we commend them to the prayers and support of a 
sympathising Church, and especially to Him who will be a husband to 
the widow and a father to the fatherless.

MEMOIR OF REV. STEPHEN SMITH. 

Brother Smith was born in Hampshire County, Virginia, November 
1st, 1802. He was converted and joined the church in 1815. Some time 
after this he felt it to be his duty to preach the Gospel ; but on account of 
diffidence and a want of educational qualifications, he struggled against 
this conviction, until he became so perplexed in mind that he lost his re- 
ligious enjoyments. He even prayed to be delivered from this conviction 
of duty to preach the Gospel. 

After spending two years in darkness and almost in despair of salva- 
tion, he consented to obey the call of God. His mind was then relieved, 
lisrht and comfort refreshed his soul, and he commenced the study of the 
Bible with new zeal in order to prepare himself for the work of the min- 
istry. He was received into the Baltimore Conference in 1880. The first 
year of his ministry was spent in Botetourt County, Virginia ; the follow- 
ing three in Pennsylvania, and the fourth in Eastern Virginia. In 1885 
he & travelled Pocahontas Circuit ; in 1836-7, Augusta ; in 1838-9, Frank- 
lin- in 1840-41, Fincastle ; in 1842, Lexington; in 1843-44, Morgan, 
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where, in consequence of preaching in a new, damp church, his health 
and voice failed him so that he could scarcely speak above a whisper. v 

From this time, for a number of years, he was on the superannuated, 
and then on the supernumerary list. Sometime previous to 1867 he 
labored on the North River Mission, when he was placed in the effective 
ranks, and appointed to Crab Bottom. In 1869, ’70 and ’71 he again had 
charge of Morgan Circuit, where he ended his laborious and useful life, 
October 9th, 1871. 

Brother Smith was a self-made man. Having few educational advan- 
tages, he used every opportunity he had of improving his mind and heart. 

His mental and physical pow T ers were strong and vigorous, his energy 
and perseverance indomitable, which working together with the gracious 
endowments of the Holy Spirit, made him a workman that needed not to 
be ashamed. His labors were blessed with fruit, both in his early and 
latter years ; his piety was earnest and sincere, his zeal ardent, and his 
attachment to the great work of saving souls never relaxed. His prayer 
vras that he might close his loved labor only with his life. This earnest 
desire was granted him by the Master who sent him on this mission of 
love. While riding to an appointment he fell from his horse, and in a few 
days exchanged the labors of earth for the bliss of heaven. Before he de- 
parted he said to his wife, “ I feel that God is with me.” 

The many excellences in the religious life of Brother Smith are wit- 
nessed by the esteem in which he was held, and the great influence he 
exerted where he was longest and best known. 

A life so useful, embracing so much of holy living, and so fully con- 
nected with the work of God, is the best evidence that his death was his 
eternal gain. He counted not his “ life dear unto himself, so that he might 
finish his course with joy, and the ministry he had received of the Lord 
Jesus.”

MEMOIR OF REV. JAMES DALLAS NALLEY. 

Brother Nalley was born in Bladensburg, Maryland, where, in the midst 
of sympathising friends, in the fall of 1871, he also closed his brief but 
useful life, being at the time of his death about 26 years old. 

He was blessed with a pious mother, and early in life professed saving 
faith in Christ, and thenceforth consecrated his heart and life to the wor- 
ship and service of God. He was attentive to, and took great delight in, 
the Sunday-School. 

In 1868 he was licensed an Exhorter on Bladensburg Circuit, and during 
the following year, w T as advanced to the still more responsible position of 
a Local Preacher. 

In this capacity, under the direction of the Presiding Elder, he served 
the people of Prince William Circuit for one year. 

At the Conference of March 1870, he was admitted on trial, and ap- 
pointed as junior preacher to Fincastle Circuit. Here, under the labors 
and exposure to which a faithful and zealous discharge of his duties sub- 
jected him, his health gave way, with loss of voice. 

After the close of the Conference of 1871 at Salem, he returned to 
Fincastle Circuit ; but, being unable to do any work, he repaired to the 
place of his nativity in order to recruit his health. But he continued to 
grow worse ; and after a brief illness, while sitting in a chair, he quietly 
and peacefully fell asleep in Jesus. 

Brother Nalley was very studious in his habits, and prompt and en- 
ergetic in the performance of duty. The qualities of his mind were 
highly creditable, and he is said to have been an excellent preacher, and 
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gave promise of much usefulness. He was favored with a very remark- 
able memory, which was richly stored with the doctrines and precepts of 

the Bible. * .... 

He was always exemplary in his life. The confidence in his piety was 
universal, while his zeal was too great for his strength. His colleague on 
Fincastle Circuit declares him to have been one of the most humble, 
prayerful, and deeply pious men he ever knew. He fasted, prayed, visit- 
ing from house to house — preaching and calling sinners to repentance ; 
when unable to borrow a horse, for he was not able to buy one, he walked 
his circuit through sunshine and cold, filling his appointments, and as 
long as he had a voice he lifted it up for Jesus. And when his voice was 
gone, and he was evidently getting near the grave, lie still pressed on 
from house to house, and from appointment to appointment, holding 
prayer-meetings and exhorting when he could do no more than w T hisper. 

His colleague besought him to stop and rest, but he pressed on in his 
work until he went to the Conference of 1871 a mere skeleton of Ins 
former self, and thence home to die. 

During his illness he expressed a desire to live that he might preach 
the Gospel ; but said that if he could not preach, he would rather die. 
Farewell, youthful soldier ; short was thy conflict and glorious was thy 
end !

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 



RANDOLPH MACON COLLEGE. 

The Committee to whom the subject of Education was referred, beg 
leave to report concerning Randolph Macon College : 1 hat a correct 
statement of the facts regarding this Institution is at this juncture very 
important. It may appear strange that a College with 164 students is not 
self-supporting. The facts show that only about one-half of the students 
pay any tuition ; the very liberal arrangements of the Institution exempt- 
ing the other half from all fees, except matriculation. This large number 
is made up mainly of the sons of our travelling ministers and young men 
preparing for the ministry. If all the students now in attendance weie 
paying students, so far from the College asking aid at our hands it would 
meet all its own expenses, and be able to extend yet greater liberality in 
the education of our youth. In order to relieve ourselves from any 
further appeals for aid, it is only necessary for the two patronising Con- 
ferences to secure to the College a patronage of 150 paying students. 
Hence it is both false in fact and unfair in argument to regard our annual 
payments to the College in the light of a gift to a clamorous beggar evei 
crying “ give.” It is, in truth, the simple meeting of a solemn obligation, 
the payment of a just debt for w T hich we are receiving a full and generous 
equivalent. Your Committee regard the College in the light ot a blessing 
as a training school for our ministry, and therefore heartily endorse its 
claims, urging upon all the preachers the duty to bring those claims to the 
notice of our people, and thus endeavor to secure in behalf of the College 
their earnest sympathy and hearty support. For a full statement ot these 
claims and some striking data, we refer to the able report of the Presi- 
dent, hereto appended. We desire heartily to endorse the action ol the 
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Trustees in securing the appointment of Rev. A. G. Brown as Financial 
Secretary, and ask for him the earnest co-operation of the members of 
this Conference. 

In furtherance of the interests of Randolph Macon College, we recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolutions : 

lstf. That the sum of $2,500 be assessed to the several Districts, to be 
called the Educational Fund of the Baltimore Conference, and that the 
sum assessed to each be apportioned to the several charges at the meeting 
ot the District Stewards, together with the other Conference collections. 

2d. That $2,000 of the sum raised by this plan be first appropriated 
to Randolph Macon College, and the remaining $500 be applied in aid 
of Preston and Olin Institute. 
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REPORT OF PRESIDENT DUNCAN. 

March 6, 1872. 

Mr. President and Brethren of the Baltimore Conference : 

Because I know how cordially you and those whom you represent ap- 
preciate the important relation of Randolph Macon to the great work of 
education within your bounds, I will in this report first place before you 
a statistical statement, by which at a glance you may see what the College 
is doing for the Conference and what the Conference is doing for the Col- 
lege. Last March I reported to you that we had at the College one hun- 
dred and forty students. I now have the gratification of reporting one 
hundred and sixty-four. Of these, thirty-one* are preparing for the minist ry ; 
fourteen preparing for the ministry in the Baltimore Conference. YVe 
have twenty-four sons of ministers ; five sons of ministers of the Balti- 
more Conference. From the territory of the Baltimore Conference we 
have in all thirty-five students. 

It will interest you to learn from what Districts these students who 
represent you come, and also what proportion they bear to the number 
of members in those several Districts.

Of the thirty-five students from this Conference, nineteen pay no tuition- 
fees. Now let, us look for a moment at these facts. Here are nine Dis- 
tricts ; the fifth among them in number of members is the East Baltimore 
District, from which we have eleven students. If each District sent eleven, 
we should then have ninety -nine students from the bounds of this Con- 
ference. If each District sent in exactly the same proportion as the East 
Baltimore District, we should have from your bounds 107 students ; if 
each pastoral charge were represented by one student, we should have 
from this Conference 115 students. In the Virginia there are 41,919 
members. From the bounds of that Conference we receive 107 students, 
which is one for every 391 members. Now suppose we take the East 







Now let us bear in mind that this is one student for every 208 members ; 
but if we consider each member as representing say five non-communi- 
cants who look to our Church for religious instruction, it would be only 
one student for every 1442 persons. Let us also remember that this East 
Baltimore District (the banner District for both Conferences in patronis- 
ing the College, if we except the District in which the College is located) 
is, to say the least, equal to any District in Maryland and Virginia in the 
difficulties with which Southern Methodism has been obliged to contend. » 

I am aware how many romantic prospects have been created by the 
skilful arrangement of figures, and how plausibly men may talk about 
statistics ; but in this case I respectfully submit for your consideration a 
simple fact, and ask, ought it to be regarded as an impracticable thing to 
realise an average patronage from the two Conferences equal to that 
which the East Baltimore District has already exemplified? What answer 
shall our preachers and lay members give us to this question ? It seems 
to me that the voice of the East Baltimore District on this subject elo- 
quently proclaims to us the fact that we already possess resources for the 
future success of Randolph Macon which are not delusive, and yet which 
more thau match our former expectations. All honor to the brave little ( 

District, which, though a few years ago had hardly an existence, now sets 
two Conferences an example in the cause of liberal education which they 
may greatly enhance their credit by following ! 

I beg to remind you also, at this point, that from a large portion of 
East Baltimore District the time and expense which are necessary to get 
to Ashland will be found equal to that necessarily incurred in going from 
most other Districts; and so in this circumstance, I think it not un- 
fairly selected as a proper average District in respect to the patronage of 
the College, and especially because a large proportion of the students it 
sends are from the most remote appointments of that District. Perhaps 
these facts might seem at first sight to show that Randolph Macon is not ap- 
preciated by either of the two patronising Conferences ; but that infer- 
ence would be unjust. The facts I have presented are not for your con- 
demnation, but for your encouragement. We must not overlook the cir- 
cumstances of peculiar trial under which both of these Conferences have 
struggled during the last few years, and from which neither has yet fully 
recovered. We must not forget that only a little more than three years 
ago Randolph Macon began its career anew at Ashland, with about fifty 
students, and has steadily increased in numbers every session, till now we 
have one hundred and sixty-four. Now, because the condition ot our 
people is daily improving ; because both Conferences are annually increas- 
ing in numbers and wealth ; because the high character of our Institu- 
tion is every year'better understood and its fame more widely diffused ; 
and, especially, because the students we send out are multiplying the 
number of our witnesses, enhancing, wherever they go, the public estima- 
tion of the collegiate advantages of Randolph Macon; and lastly, be- 
cause our plans and agencies are now better prepared for effective work, 
we are greatly cheered by reasonable expectations of increasing pros- 
perity. I have no confidence in sensational efforts for building up an 
institution of learning, and would neither ask nor aid in mere spas- 
modic, convulsive exertions for the promotion of any Christian enterprise. 
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Such unreliable resources are as sure to disappoint us as streams swollen 
by sudden showers quickly relapse to their natural proportions. But 
while we avoid the imprudence of impracticable methods, we have need 
also to beware of expecting success without using the means of attaining 
it. Indifference is no less fatal than opposition; nay, I think history will 
justify the assertion that a good cause has more to fear from the indifference 
of its friends than from the hostility of its foes. The principles of an en- 
terprise may be divine, but its practical blessings exact of us, as their 
conditions, a support at once earnest, regular, systematic, and persistent. 
We cannot forget that the history of our own Church has glorified nothing 
like human instrumentality more than that which our fathers exemplified 
in their steady, patient laboring to save, enlighten, educate, and civilise 
the masses. No Church can be indifferent to high intellectual culture 
without thereby multiplying its own embarrassments. Neglect of talents 
which belong to us only on the condition that we improve them, forfeiture 
of crowns we suffer others to take from us, ought never to mar the record 
of a Church whose antecedents give such proof of aggressive power and 
retentive life as have in beautiful combination marked the career of the 
Church to which we belong. In the calamity of intellectual depreciation 
it would be utterly vain to fall back oh an empty boast of superior spir- 
ituality. If Christianity has any one work more sacredly her own than 
another, one field she is more imperatively commissioned to cultivate 
than another, it is that of human personality. To save manhood, to carry 
it the light, teach it truth, make it wise, develop all its redeemed faculties, 
and give it power as well as purity of action, are services which the 
Church professes to render in the name of her great Teacher who 
came from God. The infidelity of the Church to rational life would be 
as difficult to justify by the Scriptures as by the intelligent judgment of 
public opinion. In all machinery care is taken to prevent as far as prac- 
ticable any waste of force ; in adjusting moral agencies, it would seem 
from the fact that the whole instrumentality is intelligent and alive in all 
its parts, that where men are of one mind and one soul there would be no 
waste of power, no friction, and that the intensive energy of the organi- 
zation would be sustained, and also constantly cumulative — for each 
member of this moral machine ought to grow wiser and better and 
stronger, being renewed in vigor day by day. The theory is sound, and 
the practice ought to conform to it. But the indifferentism of w'hich I 
have spoken mars the machine and makes it w T ork loosely, irregularly, 
and to the wasting of a great deal of power. We all feel regret that the 
work which the Church is doing is much less than it ought to accom- 
plish ; that there is immense waste of power ; that among ministers and 
laymen there are both deficiency of zeal and deficiency of zeal according 
to knowledge ; that so much piety, talent, and wealth ought, in combina- 
tion, to achieve more illustrious results. Having such convictions, what 
is our duty ? Obviously the remedy is the improvement of each indi- 
vidual agent ; increased effort on the part of the members of the whole 
body ; the personal .fidelity of every one, “ that the whole body fitly 
joined together and compacted by that which every joint supplietli, ac- 
cording to the effectual working in the measure of every part, may make 
increase of the body unto the edifying of itself in love.” 

But unto what great end does Randolph Macon invoke this zealous 
combination of two Conferences? To this end: that G3,000 commu- 
nicants of a Christian church may at least have 300 men possessing the 
advantage of collegiate education; further still: that 300,000 people un- 
der the influence of two intelligent Conferences may be represented by 
at least 300 w 7 ho have received a collegiate training ; further still : that 
those who look to these Conferences for religious teachers in the pulpit 
and religious teachers of the sciences out of It, for preachers and school- 
teachers, may not be disappointed and turn from us to others more com- 
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petent to serve them ; further still : that we may not be found of God un- 
faithful, according to our ability, in providing the best intellectual cul- 
ture and the most intelligent and vigorous agents of truth, coming be- 
hind none in the best gifts which contribute power to a true Christian 
civilisation. From all parts of our territory come scores of letters to me, 
asking that I recommend them teachers, and saying we want young men 
who are Methodists and regular graduates. This demand must be met, 
or another shall take our crown. To our share in the liberal education 
of the people it is indispensable that a due proportion of our young shall 
receive a liberal collegiate training. Common schools cannot do this 
work. The highest efficiency of schools of lower grade must depend on 
the supply of efficient instructors furnished by the college. It is a grave 
mistake to suppose that the college can be substituted by the common 
school, that a general free-school system will enable us presently to dis- 
pense with higher institutions of learning. The character of the com- 
mon school will be determined by the character of the colleges in the 
same country. There must be a standard of scholastic attainment, and 
that standard the common school cannot fix. The intellectual cultivation 
of an age is represented not by common schools but by colleges and uni- 
versities. Discard the college, tl?e standard is lowered ; the common 
school itself deteriorates ; the dignity of the teacher’s office is presently 
degraded ; great talents, expensive preparations, and special devotion to 
the work, cease to be conditions of intellectual progress, and in place 
thereof we have little learning, and that made easy, accompanied with no 
thorough mental discipline; cheap pedagogues appointed not because 
competent to teach, but because theirs were the cheapest qualifications, 
yet fully equal to the system under which they are appointed ; or because, 
worse still, theirs perhaps were the political sentiments which please the 
school commissioners. Good common schools are invaluable blessings to 
society, but good colleges are as necessary to good common schools as astro- 
nomical observations are to good time-pieces — men would cease to make 
good watches if they ceased to have a standard of time by which to regulate 
them. But there is another view of this subject which ought not to be 
overlooked. Our college originated not in the hope of finding a cheaper 
system of education, but in the wish to have the education of our sons 
under the Christian oversight of our own Church, and also that our grad- 
uates might supply the demand for teachers in Methodist families and 
schools. To this purpose are also now added as reasons for sustaining 
the Institution, that the young men preparing for the ministry may be 
educated in our own institution free of all tuition fees. At the same time 
effort of course will be specially made to reduce the expense of education 
at our own college so as to extend its advantages to all our people, and I 
have the gratification of stating that the expenses of students at Randolph 
Macon are now so much reduced that $15 per month will pay for board, 
fuel, lights, and washing, and thus $225 will pay all necessary expenses 
except for books, even of those paying full tuition fees, for the entire ses- 
sion, but those who pay no tuiton need not spend more than $135. I 
sincerely hope that the time may come when our Institution may be able 
to afford its advantages free of all cost to the poor. As a scheme of be- 
nevolence it would be the wisest and most economical which the Church 
could adopt for the amelioration of the condition of her poor. Ah ! if 
the rich were only as wise in distributing as they are in gathering ! There 
are rich men enough in the bounds of the two Conferences to give us in 
an hour all the money necessary for adequately endowing the College and 
at the same time establishing a fund for the free education of all the poor 
boys who desire to be educated by us. How I envy them their ability for 
this w T ork ! the capacity of turning money, which they may hoard or 
traffic with for their pleasure but which they can not use, into intellectual 
power, into educated young men, and into ten thousand blessings to 
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human society ! Ah, these rich but unprofitable servants who will not 
do that which it is at once their duty and privilege to do ! What wasters 
of power they are! But at present we must work on the best we can 
without those big wheels of our machinery adding any momentum. Our 
resort is to the plan, you know, of supplementing our deficient income by 
public collections. If this plan is strictly carried out we can continue to 
be generous to the poor and meet our expenses. At the same time let us 
make our patronage what I have shown it ought to be. 

Lam happy to inform the Conference that we have fortunately secured 
the valuable services of an able and most energetic manager of the finan- 
cial affairs of the College, in the Rev. A. G. Brown. Through his vigorous 
agency the College, I have not a doubt, will in a few years, under the 
blessing of Providence, amply fulfil all our hopes respecting the attain- 
ment of the. essential fiscal conditions of success ; provided, especially, the 
ministers of the two Conferences shall cordially identify themselves with 
his plans. The fortune, the destiny of Randolph Macon is in our hands : 
shall we prove ourselves worthy of the great trust ? Shall we make it 
a still greater power of good in the land ? This we can do, and do easily, 
provided the Baltimore and Virginia Conferences will co-operate cordi- 
ally with the prudent and earnest efforts which our accomplished Finan- 
cial Secretary shall make. 

Brethren, I am sure you take deep interest in this work. The fact 
that I have your sympathy and can boast of your zeal in behalf of Ran- 
dolph Macon, invigorates me for my duties and animates me with hope. 
During three months of my vacation I devoted myself almost exclusively 
to your service, and formed many new attachments among your people, 
and learned more than ever to appreciate the earnestness of your min- 
isters. But I am daily more laboriously devoting myself to your service 
at the College than even when last summer I toiled at your camp-meetings ; 
and all I ask is that your increased prosperity in the great work for which 
we live shall reproduce in permanent form the share I have in it unto the 
glory of Him whose we are and whom we serve.

WESLEYAN FEMALE INSTITUTE. 

Is located at Staunton, Va., and is under the supervision of Rev. Wm. 
A. Harris. We are gratified to learn of the continued and growing pros- 
perity of the Institute. During the past year a gracious revival of re- 
ligion embraced in its fruits nearly every unconverted student attending 
the school. 

The building, purchased two years since, has been enlarged to accom- 
modate the increasing patronage. The faculty is full and competent. 
We ask that the following resolutions be adopted : 

1st. That we commend the Wesleyan Female Institute to the hearty 
support of our people. 

2d. That we recommend the appointment of three members of our 
Conference as a visiting committee to attend the annual commencement. 
We herewith append Report of the President. 

REPORT OF PRESIDENT HARRIS. 

To Baltimore Annual Conference in Session at Warrenton , Va., March , 1872. 

Staunton, Va., March 4, 1872. 

The Wesleyan Female Institute closed its last annual session, June the 
22d, 1871, with the most gratifying results. For number of pupils, general 
character, condition and success of the school at that time, you are re- 
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ferred to Report of Visiting Committee and our last Catalogue — several 
copies of which are herewith enclosed for your inspection. 

By the continued blessings of God the present is the most prosperous 
session known in the history of the Institute. The organization is com- 
plete, the Principal being aided by an efficient and harmonious corps of 
eighteen assistants in the various departments. The teachers are faithful, 
loyal and true. Pupils are obedient to law and respectful to authority, 
and every function of this school is efficiently performing its office. 

Number of Boarding Pupils matriculated for the present session from 
various States, so far, is one hundred and six, and the number of Day 
Pupils is about as former years. Whole number of matriculated since 
our last report, our applications for places in the Institute, have been so 
far in excess of our accommodations as to justify the expense of an ad- 
ditional wing to the north front of our buildings. This is now complete, 
and newly furnished at a cost of about $2000. This addition gave room 
for 16 more pupils who otherwise could not have been accommodated in 
the College. During the past Conference year the grounds, furniture, and 
buildings have been greatly improved, so that this Institute as regards the 
material facilities of education is surpassed by none within our knowledge. 

The religious aud moral tone of the school was never better than now. 
In connection with our Chureh here, our pupils have been blessed with a 
gracious revival of religion, in which a large number were converted and 
joined our church. The number of church-members of our 106 boarding 
pupils, is about 90. 

Religious instruction holds a prominent place in our system of educa- 
tion in this school. Besides the regular daily religious services, we have 
a weekly lecture on the Scriptures before nearly all the students. The 
Young Ladies’ Christian Association meets every Sabbath afternoon. A 
weekly class-meeting is held by the Principal for the benefit of the pupils. 
Prayer-meetings are held in the chapel weekly on each Thursday night 
for the entire school. ' . . 

On each Sabbath morning all the pupils attend their respective Bible 
classes — arranged as a Sabbath school — the teachers becoming Sunday- 
School instructors, and all conducted under the control of the Principal as 
the Superintendent of the College Sabbath School. The entire school is 
also required to attend Divine service morning and evening in our church 

in the cit.y. . 

The financial condition of the Institute is very encouraging, lhe 
financial report of the Institute which was made before the Board of 
Trustees at the Annual Meeting, June 20, 1871, showed the following 
exhibit : 

Entire debt for original purchase of present new site . . . $25,000 00

It is impossible to present now a correct report of the income of the 
present fiscal year, yet we may safely say that the amount of income 
which will fall due to the Trustees of the Institute will, in June next, ex- 
ceed largely $6000. This income will be used to meet the second pay- 
ment on the new property — to meet expenses for the new wing, for fur- 
niture, &c. 
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If the school continues to increase in prosperity in the future as it has 
done in the past, the Trustees, by God’s blessing, may rely upon an annual 
income to them which may range from $6000 to $7000, and therefore 
we ought to have no serious fears about the final financial success of this 
Institution. 

With profound gratitude to God for His distinguished blessings be- 
stowed upon our school in the past, and with the earnest hope of His 
continued favor, and greater usefulness, we entrust the school to the 
prayers and support of our Conference.

Your Committee recommends it as deserving the confidence and pa- 
tronage of our people, and as a highly important auxiliary to the success 
of our work in that region. 

THE MONTGOMERY FEMALE COLLEGE 

Is located at Christiansburg, Va., and is under the direction of Rev. 
S. K. Cox, D. D., a member of our Conference, assisted by an able corps 
of instructors. This College is entitled to our confidence and patronage ; 
and we recommend it as eminently prepared to contribute its part to the 
sound Christian education of young ladies. 

THE SOUTHERN LITERARY INSTITUTE 

Is located in Baltimore city, and is under the charge of Mrs. Georgie A. 
Hulse McLeod. It has earned for itself, during an existence of four- 
teen years, a reputation as a school of high grade for the education of 
young ladies. 

We would therefore most cordially recommend this Institute to the 
attention and patronage of those of our people who prefer that their 
daughters should be educated in Baltimore city.

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BOOK AND PUBLISHING HOUSE IN BALTIMORE. 

The Committee on the Book and Publishing Company in the interest 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in the City of Baltimore, sub- 
mit the following report: 

The necessity for the organization of such a company as the “ Book 
and Publishing Company of the M. E. Church, South, in the City of Bal- 
timore,” to fully supply the important and increasing demand for our 
church literature in this section of our common work, has long been felt 
in the Baltimore Conference and adjacent country. Our Sunday-Schools 
have books, but few of them are published by our church, and few of 
them teach our children the peculiar doctrines of our church. Our people 
are badly supplied with our disciplines and hymn-books. In some of 
our congregations the hymn-book of the M. E. Church is still in use. To 
meet this known and felt want, and to increase the circulation among our 
pe ople of a religious literature with the impress of the doctrines of the 
M. E. Church, South, upon it, the official members and ministers of our 
church in the city of Baltimore, assisted by the advice of brethren in other 
parts of the Conference, determined to organize a joint stock company 
for the purpose as set forth in the charter, “ of buying, selling, and gen- 
erally dealing in the books, periodicals, and other literature issued, sold or 
dealt in by the Publishing House of the M. E. Church, South, located in 
Nashville, Tenn., and also for conducting a general book, printing and 
publishing business under corporate control.” Such a company was or- 
ganized, and was incorporated in December 1871, under and by virtue of 
the laws of Maryland. The aggregate of capital stock is limited to fifty 
thousand dollars, divided into five thousand shares of the par value of 
ten dollars each. The affairs of the company are to be managed by a 
Board of Twelve Directors, to be annually elected by the stockholders. 
By provision of the by-laws, subscriptions for stock are made paj^able at 
the rate of one dollar per month on each share. Payments may com- 
mence on the first day of January, February, or March, 1872. To the 
present time fourteen hundred and seventy-three shares of stock have 
been subscribed, which when fully paid up will make an aggregate amount 
of fourteen thousand seven hundred and thirty dollars. Twelve shares 
of this amount have been subscribed for the Corporate Board of Finance 
of the Baltimore Conference of the M. E. Church, South, the dividends 
of which are to be paid to the Treasurer of that Board, to be disbursed ac- 
cording to its regulations under the direction of the Conference, and for 
the purposes contemplated in its organization. 

In consideration of the shares thus accredited to the Corporate Board of 
Finance, the Board of Directors of the Book and Publishing House unan- 
imously passed this resolution : “ That one Director of the Book and Pub- 
lishing Company be nominated by the Presiding Bishop of the Baltimore 
Annual Conference from among the clerical members of the Corporate 
Board of Finance, to represent the stock held by that Board in the Com- 
pany.” For the full and satisfactory development of the enterprise it is 
necessary that the full amount of stock, as limited by the charter, shall be 
taken as early as possible ; yet the Board of Directors of the Company, 
trusting to the endorsement of this Conference, and to the earnest co-op- 
eration of our preachers and people, have already commenced practical 
work. They have selected a house, No. 10 N. Charles Street, near Baltimore 
Street, in the City of Baltimore. The house is well supplied with all our 
church publications, as well as a general assortment of theological and 
Sunday-School books. The immediate management of the business of 
the house is under the charge of the Business Agents, Messrs. H. W. 
Heironimus and E. R. Smith. Commending the spirit and purposes of the 
men who organised this company, and feeling the necessity for such a 
Book and Publishing House, therefore be it 

Resolved , 1. That we as a Conference heartily endorse “ The Book and 
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Publishing Company of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of the 
City of Baltimore.” 

Resolved , 2. That we pledge ourselves to an earnest co-operation in 
such measures as the company may deem best, both in raising the capital 
stock, and the general extension of its business in the sale of its books, 
&c. 

Resolved , 3. That in accordance with the resolution of the Board of 
Directors of the Book and Publishing Company as given above, we re- 
quest the Presiding Bishop of the Conference to nominate from among 
the clerical members of the Corporate Board of Finance, one Director of 
the Book and Publishing Company, to represent the stock held by that 
board in the company.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE PUBLISHING IN- 
TERESTS OF THE CHURCH. 

The committee to whom were referred the Publishing Interests of the 
hurch, submit the following report : 

The subject we have had under consideration is one of grave import- 
ance. Its importance did not escape the vigilant eye of John Wesley, who 
made the press contribute largely to the success and expansion of the 
cause of spiritual Christianity in the world. His successors in Europe and 
America have followed his example in wielding the press as a co-operat- 
ing agency with the pulpit in spreading scriptural holiness over the earth. 
The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, has cause for thankfulness 
to God for the existence of her Publishing House in Nashville, and for 
its prosperous condition under the skilful management of her General 
Agent, Dr. A. H. Redford. The books and periodicals published by this 
House, as far as they extend, are admirably adapted to meet the wants of 
our people. To use all diligence in circulating them among all the fam- 
ilies committed to our oversight, is a duty so obvious as to require no ar- 
gument or appeal to enforce it upon the convictions of a Conference of 
Methodist preachers. 

The paper read to the Conference by Dr. Finney, and referred to us, 
has been carefully considered ; and on the various subjects submitted to 
us, we present the following resolutions as expressive of the views of this 
Conference : 

Resolved , 1 . That it behooves the members of this Conference diligently 
to circulate the books and periodicals of our Publishing House, that our 
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people may be instructed in the doctrines and usages of our Church, and 
edified by its works on practical and devotional Christianity. 

Resolved, 2. That the Sunday School Papers and Magazine are well 
adapted to meet the demands of our Sunday Schools, and ought to be 
universally patronised by them. 

Resolved , 3. That our Book Editor and General Agent be, and they are 
hereby requested to enlarge our list of Sunday School books by judicious 
selections from foreign publications, and to make them compare favorably 
with the books of other Houses in binding and general style. 

Resolved , 4. That we cordially recommend to our people the Quarterly 
Review, authorised by the General Conference, edited by Dr. Bledsoe, 
and published by the South-Western Book and Publishing Company of 
St. Louis, as eminently worthy of their patronage.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL AGENT’S REPORT. 

To the Baltimore Annual Conference M. E. Church South : 

Dear Brethren : 

The reasons assigned for sustaining Sunday-School Societies, Conven- 
tions, Institutes, &c., founded upon the fact that Annual Conferences, Dis- 
trict Meetings, and Quarterly Conferences do not, and cannot, appropriate 
sufficient time for the deliberate consideration of all the important matters 
pertaining to the Sunday-School work, will be accepted as an apology for 
a very condensed report of the labors of your Agent during the past year. 
For more satisfactory information you are respectfully referred to the 
published reports, and specially to the minutes of the annual meeting of 
the Society held in Alexandria last November. 

It is by the Discipline made the duty of the “ Special Agent to travel 
throughout the bounds of the Conference for the purpose of promoting 
the interest of Sunday-Schools,” and as far as practicable I have performed 
that duty. 

The true Sunday-School “ idea,” viz. the salvation of the children 
committed to our care, the circulation of our denominational literature, 
a supply equal to the demand of pious and intelligent teachers, the orga- 
nization of Institutes and Preparatory Schools for teachers, the establish- 
ment of new schools, the correction of erroneous opinions in relation to 
the nature, design, and agencies of the Sunday-School work, the best 
mode of conducting Sunday-Schools, uniform lessons, music, and spe- 
cially to inspire our people with a holy zeal and fervent enthusiasm in 
the glorious cause, are subjects which have claimed our attention and oc- 
cupied our time. 

In the discharge of the duties pertaining to the Agency I have preached 
ninety-three sermons, delivered fifty-three addresses and exhortations, and 
travelled more than four thousand six hundred and forty miles. But 
this is nothing compared with the care and burden sometimes weigh- 
ing with crushing power upon my mind and heart. 

It gives me pleasure to report an increasing interest and obvious im- 
provement in every department of the work. Several new schools have 
been organized. Some of these now report fifty, ninety, and one hun- 
dred scholars, and when we receive the full statistics from the stations 
and circuits, I am sure a large proportion of the additions to the mem- 
bership of the Church will be the converted children and youth in our 
Sunday-Schools. 

Our financial report is herewith presented, and will show that those 
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schools are most prosperous which are most liberal in their contributions 
to benevolent objects, and the Gospel ministry best sustained where a 
generous aid is extended to the needy and suffering. 

We acknowledge our obligations to the Maryland Bible Society and 
the Tract Society for Bibles, Testaments, and books for new or needy 
schools or gratuitous distribution. We have donated from the Maryland 
Bible Society sixty-one Bibles and forty-seven Testaments, hundreds of 
small books from the Tract Society, one hundred and forty-five volumes, 
a number of Catechisms and requisites from our own funds, besides many 
volumes contributed by our friends. From most of these schools we 
have the gratifying intelligence of a just appreciation of our labors and a 
kind acknowledgment of the benefits received. 

Three hundred and thirty-six numbers of the Sunday School Magazine, 
two thousand nine hundred and ninety-six Sunday-School Visitors , and 
six hundred and sixty-six of the Little People are circulated within our 
bounds. These figures should be more than doubled this year. 

The officers, especially the President, Secretaries, and Executive Com- 
mittee of the Baltimore Conference Sunday-School Society, have per- 
formed a vast amount of work, as will be seen in the published minutes, 
and they justly merit the thanks and the hearty co-operation of this Con- 
ference, and I trust this will be manifested by a full representation at the 
next annual meeting to be held in Harrisonburg, Virginia, next summer. 

It is painful that we still have to contend with the prejudices of some 
who should be better informed in regard to the great and vital interests 
committed to our hands. The magnitude of the work and the Messed 
benefits resulting, have never been apprehended by the majority of 
Christian people. 

The grand idea of securing to the Church the affections and services 
of her children — and which is God’s gracious design and purpose, as indi- 
cated in his precepts and promises to the fathers, in the sacred altars of 
the patriarchs, the laws written on tables of stone and arranged into form 
in the institutions of a great national Church, perfected and exemplified 
in the teaching of Christ, His Apostles, and their successors, seems to 
have been almost forgotten amidst the controversies and conflicts of pro- 
fessed Christians about matters of minor importance, and the very re- 
sources and support of the Church were abandoned to the servility and 
sport of a cruel and sagacious enemy. 

The tyranny of public opinion, a licentious idea of liberty, ignorance of 
the divine law, or an infidel distrust in an all-graciOus Providence, in- 
fluenced many to ignore or neglect the early religious training of the 
children, and the disastrous consequences are felt to this day throughout 
Christendom. 

A strictly religious education was unusual, and bright examples are 
gathered from history as illustrations and arguments for the encourage- 
ment of others. 

The Sunday School of this age is but a new form and development of 
God’s original plan. The Church is awaking now , and the bright morn 
is beginning to dawn. Guidance , protection , and salvation are written on 
Zion’s sacred banners, and her children taught of the Lord shall enjoy 
great peace ; and from the least unto the greatest all shall know the Lord, 
and young men and maidens, old men and children shall join in the strain 
and unite in the song : “ Blessed is He that cometh in the name of the 
Lord. Hosanna in the highest ! ”

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 

CAUSE. 

Your committee to whom was intrusted the subject of Sunday Schools, 
beg leave to report that they are fully impressed with the great import- 
ance of this fostering institution of the Church, as an essential auxiliary 
to the work of the Christian ministry ; yet they fear that in too many in- 
stances our people do not fully comprehend and enter into the proper and 
only legitimate work of the Sunday School, namely: the religious in- 
struction of our children and youths in the truths and doctrines of 
our holy Christianity. We would therefore earnestly urge upon our 
preachers and people at large, and especially upon Christian parents and 
the officiary of the Church, to double their diligence in the prosecution 
of this great work of the Church. We would not, however, have the 
Sunday School take the place of parental instruction ; but remembering as 
we do the fact that great numbers of parents are totally unqualified to 
impart religious instruction to their children, we look to the Sunday 
School as the only place where such instruction can be successfully im- 
parted. 

Your committee take great pleasure in recommending to the Confer- 
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ence, and through it to our people, the excellent Sunday School publica- 
tions of our Church, namely, the “ Magazine,” “ Sunday School Visitor,” 
“ Our Little People,” “ Children’s Advocate,” “ Uniform Lesson Papers,” 
also the new Hymn and Tune books, entitled the “Amaranth” and 
“Emerald,” with the urgent request that the preachers use their influence 
to introduce the same into all our schools. 

Your committee are unqualifiedly opposed to Union Schools, but re- 
commend wherever it is practicable that Methodist Schools shall be or- 
ganised, if only ten children can be found. 

Let us have schools that are responsible to our Church, and under its 
full patronage and protection. Then we may hope for aggressiveness and 
great prosperity ; otherwise, slow if any progress will be made. 

Your committee take great pleasure in recommending to all our Sab- 
bath School Superintendents and Teachers the Publishing House in Balti- 
more, where they may get a good supply of all our Sabbath School liter- 
ature, or the Publishing House at Nashville. 

Also they do desire all our preachers and people to encourage and co- 
operate with the “ Baltimore Conference Sunday School Society ” of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in all its labors for the advancement 
of this great cause, so far as it does not conflict with the action of this 
Conference. 

Your committee further recommend the organization of all our Sun- 
day Schools into Missionary Societies for the promotion of the Sunday 
School and general missionary work within the bounds of the Confer- 
ence. 

Finally, your committee would respectfully ask of you the discontinu- 
ance of the Sunday School Agency upon the following grounds, to wit : 

First , We conceive that there are already sufficient Agencies to meet 
every exigency, if they be properly employed. 

The pastors of circuits and stations, and the official and private mem- 
bers comprising those charges, are those upon whom ultimately must de- 
pend the success or failure of the cause. 

The Preachers and Presiding Elders are therefore, we believe, in a 
much better position to judge intelligently of the wants of this cause in 
their respective bounds than a General Agent can be, and hence they can 
more readily and effectually serve the cause than such Agent. 

Second , The vast extent of territory to be canvassed, the infrequency 
of his visits, the difficulty of going as a stranger where preachers do not 
or cannot go, and the difficulty of securing such material with which to 
officer a school as will insure its successful operation after his departure, 
render the appointment of a General Agent inexpedient. 

Third, Again, the financial embarrassments attending the case are to 
be considered. 

If the Agent has not been fully sustained by voluntary contributions, 
which seems evident from his present deficiency, then what do the advo- 
cates of the Agency propose ? Assessment ? Why, assessment we believe 
to be impracticable as well as unjust, in view of the fact that it is a demand 
upon the Church for means to support an Agency the operations and results 
of which have always been and must in the very nature of the case con- 
tinue to be more of a local than general character. 

Fourth , Further, your committee regard the appointment of a Gen- 
eral Agent as a direct reflection upon the judgment, zeal, and fidelity of 
the preachers of this Conference, who in the eye of the Discipline are the 
proper custodians of this great interest, and are the only parties directly 
amenable to this body for the manner in which this work shall have been 
done.

ENVELOPE SYSTEM FOR RAISING MONEY. 

RECOMMENDED BY JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 

Requisites for Sale by Book and Publishing Company, M. E. Church South , 
No. 10 North Charles Street , Baltimore. 

1. Explanation for the Stewards. 

Let the following plan have the endorsement of the Church Conference : 

The Stewards estimate the amount required for Church expenses, and 
divide this amount by 52, and the result is the amount needed each week. 



52 
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The Stewards then call upon every member of the congregation (chil- 
dren as well as parents) and hand them a copy of the circular to the 
Church, and if they will promise to pay something weekly (or monthly) 
for Church expenses, and use the envelop system for this purpose, the 
Stewards hand each a Contribution Pledge and the number of envelopes 
needed until the first of January following. 

The blanks in the cards are to be filled up and handed to one of the 
Stewards, or dropped into the collection-basket. If the aggregate amount 
promised to be paid is below the amount needed, the members most able 
to contribute are seen, and asked to increase the amount of their contribu- 
tions. 

The envelopes are collected by the Stewards in the collection-basket 
every Sunday (or once a month). If the persons who promise to contri- 
bute, fail to pay the amount promised for each quarter, they are applied to 
privately, immediately before each Quarterly Meeting, for the deficiency. 

The Recording Steward prepares an alphabetical list of the contribu- 
tors, credits the amount of payment opposite each name in the appropriate 
column, and reads his report once a month to the Board of Stewards, and 
once a month, or quarter, to the Church Meeting. 

The envelopes are distributed during the month of December for the 
following year. 

If considered desirable, each member of the congregation could be as- 
sessed by a committee from the Church meeting, their report made at the 
next Church meeting, and if those assessed agree to the amount, the col- 
lection can be made as above. 

2. Circular to be Handed to Every Member of the Church 

and Congregation. 



You must be convinced upon a moment’s consideration that money is 
needed to pay the pastor’s salary, the sexton, bills for fuel, light, repairs, 
&c. A few plain reasons are submitted why every member of our 
Church and congregation should contribute his fair proportion to meet 
these unavoidable expenses. 

1. Your payments are needed to supply the wants of those to whom 
they are made. Your pastor needs food, clothing, books, in a word he 
has wants in common with you, and some which possibly you have not. 
The other Church expenses are also made that you may be comfortable in 
the House of God. 

2. What you pay is not a free gift, but money due for a valuable con- 
sideration received. You cannot be regarded as free from debt while 
these claims are unsatisfied. “ Let him that is taught in the Word com- 
municate unto him that teacheth in all good things.” 

3. As stewards of God (and this is the Scriptural representation ol 
your relation to property) you must be ready to pay the claim He audits 
and approves. It is God who says, “ The laborer is worthy of his hire.” 

4. God is worshipped by deed as well as by word. A dollar saved and 
devoted to the glory of God may express as great veneration and love for 
Him as prayer and praise. 

5. Beneficence is a grace, and like other graces is exercised and 
strengthened by reason of use. Paul says, M See that ye abound in this 
grace also.” 

6. Money is one of the least talents ; but it is a talent. To be faithful 
in improving the least is to assure the improvement of the greatest. “ He 
that is faithful in that which is least is faithful also in much.” 

7. Money is a gift of God, and bestowed as a touchstone of character. 
If this gift is perverted, others will not be given. If a man is unfaithful 
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in the unrighteous mammon, who will commit to his trust the true riches ? 

8. For every reason “ it is more blessed to give than to receive .” 

9. If you refuse to pay as God requires, you must be ready at the great 
day to answer the searching question, “ Did you discharge the duties of 
your stewardship ? ” Then when those who have been faithful over a few 
things shall be made rulers over many, you shall be put out of your stew r - 
ardship. 

But how can the largest sum be secured with the least oppressiveness 
and the best spiritual results ? Doubtless by the Apostolic plan, laying 
by on the first day of the week as God has prospered you. This secures 
inspection of your affairs, provides a method by which the contributions of 
all can be graded, keeps constantly in view your obligations to God, and 
by connecting the sanctity of the Sabbath with your gifts, impresses more 
fully their religious character. This plan is proposed to you because it is 
equitable ; for we mean not that other men be eased and you burdened. 
Much is said of bearing one another’s burdens. This plan is intended to 
encourage every one to bear kis own burden , and thus relieve those who 
have been pressed out of measure by burdens not their own. 

Therefore — 

1 . We respectfully ask every member of our C hurch and congregation to pay 
something each week for Church expenses , and that the parents teach their 
children to contribute in this manner. 

2. Those contributing are requested to state how much they will pay per week 
to the Church , in order that it may be known how much will be received from 
this source. 

3. All persons contributing will be furnished with a package of 'envelopes 
for “ Church expenses ,” and each week they are requested to place in one of the 
envelopes their contribution for the week, write their name on it, and drop it into 
the collection-basket on the following Sunday, or if collections are made monthly , 
then place the contributions of the four weeks in the envelop and drop it into 
the collection-basket on the Sunday appointed for this purpose. 

The contributors if absent from Church service are requested to send their 
contribution, or increase their contribution in proportion the next time they are 
present. 

The Treasurer of the Church will keep an accurate record of the names 
of the contributors, and credit the amount of each payment.

Special attention is called to the annexed resolutions passed by the 
Board of Missions at the late session in Warrenton, Va. : — 

1. Resolved , That as preachers in charge of Mission work are required by 
the Discipline to make quarterly reports of the state of their work to the 
Secretary of the Parent Board, they shall also forward duplicates of their 
reports to the Secretary of this Board, Rev. J. S. Gardner, Fredericksburg, 
Ya. 

2. Resolved, That all moneys collected for Mission purposes shall be paid 
directly (upon receipt) to the Treasurer of this Board, and by him be paid 
pro rata to the several claimants. 

3. Resolved , That the preachers in charge of circuits, stations and mis- 
sions shall take up their Missionary collections without reference to the 
collection at the anniversary of the Society ; and that the money raised 
at the anniversary meeting shall be applied to the general Missionary 
fund for the next ensuing Conference year. 

APPEAL. 

Now, my brethren, what say you ? Shall there be a charge within the 
bounds of the Baltimore Conference which will fail this year to bring up 
the amount assessed in full ? See to it that the work shall begin with the 
Conference year. Introduce it into your Sunday Schools immediately. 
Form them into Missionary Societies, and let the children be taught habits 
of benevolence. Infuse into their young hearts the spirit of liberality 
Teach them that “ to do good and communicate ” is a sacrifice with which 
God is well pleased. I could name a Sunday School, small and made up 
of children of humble parents, and not in a rich community, which by 
constant and faithful effort collected enough of money during the last year 
to meet all the Conference claims. Let all our Sunday Schools emulate 
the noble example of this school, and there will be no more deficiency in 
the Missionary collections. Plead not that the people are poor, and that 
they are taxed to the limit of their ability in building churches and par- 
sonages, and in meeting other obligations ; for this plea could as reason- 
ably be made by those appointments which pay in full their assessment. 
Let our people remember that there is that which “ scattereth and yet in- 
creaseth,” and there is that which “ withholdeth and tendeth to poverty.” 
Let the earnest Missionary at the next Annual Conference receive 100 per 
cent, of the needed sum allowed him.

CONSTITUTION OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Article 1. This Board shall be denominated and known as the 
Board of Missions of the Baltimore Annual Conference, auxiliary to the 
Board of Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church South. 

Art. 2. The Board shall consist of eleven Managers, to be chosen an- 
nually by the Conference, seven of whom shall be clerical and four lay 
members, and shall, at their first meeting, elect their own President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, and Treasurer. In case of vacancy by death, re- 
signation, or otherwise, the Board shall fill the vacancy, subject to con- 
firmation by the Conference. 

Art. 3. The President, and in his absence the Vice-President, shall 
preside at all meetings of the Board. 

Art. 4. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Art. 5. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds and property 
of the Board, subject to the order of the Board, and shall make an accu- 
rate and full report annually of all the receipts and disbursements of the 

fio^rd* 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete record of the 
proceedings of the Board, and make the Annual Report of the Board. 

^ Art. 7. As preachers in charge of mission work are required by the 
Discipline to make quarterly reports to the Secretary of the parent 
Board, they shall also be required to forward reports to the Secretary of 

the Conference Board. „ . . . „ . . , 

Art. 8. All moneys collected for missionary purposes shall be paid 
first to the Treasurer of the Board, and by him pro rata to the several 

clamiants. ^ per cent aP tbe co u ec ti 0 ns made for missions in 
the bounds of the Conference shall be transmitted to the Treasurer of the 
Board of Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, at Nash- 
ville Tenn. Should any surplus accrue, after defraying the expenses of 
missions in this Conference, it shall also be forwarded to the Treasurer of 
the Board of Missions Methodist Episcopal Church South. 

Art. 10. There shall be a public anniversary of this Board at the 
time and place of the meeting of the Annual Conference. At said anni- 
versary a report, or an abstract of the report of the Board and Treasurer 
shall be made, and the interests .of the missionary cause promoted in such 

manner as the Board shall deem expedient. . 

Art 11. Collections for missions shall be taken in all the charges of 
the Conference without preference to the anniversary, and the money col- 
lected at this meeting shall be appropriated to the general field for the
